W a s h in g t o n , M arch 28th.—Dr. Norvin 
Green, President of the W estern Union 
Telegraph Com pany, addressed the Senate 
C om m ittee on Interstate Com merce on the 
interstate telegraph bill. 
H e said he did 
not anpear to oppose a fair and reasonable 
enac uent for the regulation of the tele- 
Kra 
If the telegraph was com m erce in 
the 
astitutional sense, and the Suprem e 
Court had decided that its business is com ­ 
m erce, then there could be no question of 
the power of Congress to enact a law such 
as th at proposed. 
O rdinarily his com pany w ould desire to 
be let alone, but under the circum stances it 
was not averse to such an enactm ent as 
proposed, w ith certain objectionable feat­ 
ures stricken out. 
H e was led to this con­ 
clusion from the fact th at his com pany 
ow ns and operates perhaps seven-eighths of 
all the telegraph lines in the U nited States, 
and is therefore an apparent m onopoly, 
w hile in point of fact it has no exclusive 
franchises, and no legal privileges th at any­ 
body else cannot get. 
B ut the telegraph 
had drifted into a com bination, not from 
the grasping efforts of any one m an or set 
of m en, but from the necessitous law s of 
trade. 
R ates were cheapened and business 
greatly im proved in its facilities and in 
prom ptness of service. 


SOME POPULAR ERRORS. 
H e said there were gross popular errors 
regarding the m aintenance of telegraph 
property. T he G overnm ent could not send 
messages for ten cents and m ake the lines 
self-supporting. 
H e said he believed the 
W estern U nion property could not be dupli­ 
cated for its cost. 
Senator Cnllom —“Do you m ean to say 
th at your property cost $80,000,000?” 
Dr. Green—"Y es, I m ean to say that it 
could not be reproduced for th at sum . 
T here was another popular error as to 


THE SANCTITY OP MESSAGES. 
T he idea th at any one m an had access to 
a message passing over the W estern Union 
wires was too absurd to discuss. 
Coming 
to w hat he described as the objectionable 
features of the bill reported by the Post­ 
office Committee, he first took up th e arbi­ 
trary section relative to th e handling of 
messages according to the tim e of their re­ 
ceipt. 
H e believed th at the section should 
be qualified by the addition of th e words, 
“as near as possible.” 
The general scope of th e section forbid­ 
ding discrim ination in fow ardiug messages 
also sufficiently covered th e case, w ithout 
specific requirem ent. 
A s to the long and 
short clause, he said, in answ er to a ques­ 
tion. th at no higher tariff was charged be­ 
tween points on lines from New Y ork to 
O m aha than betw een the term inals. 
Dr. Green continued to discuss the bill at 
great length, and in conclusion addressed 
him self to the A nderson bill requiring the 
Pacific railroads to m aintain aud operate 
th eir own telegraph lines, and criticised 
som e of its features. 
T he effect of the 
m easure, he said, w ould be to decrease the 
revenues of the road. 
By such legislation 
the railroad com panies w ould be losers, 
the G overnm ent would be loser, and no­ 
body would be benefited. 
General Sw ain, of counsel for the W est­ 
ern U nion Telegraph Com pany, followed 
in an argum ent a-aainst th e A nderson bill. 


WESTERN UNION RIVALS. 
Colonel Robert G. Iogersoll, representing 
the Postal and united lines, said to the 
com m ittee th at these lines are now sub­ 
stantially under one m anagem ent. 
They 
m et the N orthern Pacific road a t St. Paul, 
the U nion Pacific at O m aha and the Santa 
F e at K ansas City. 
A t these points the 
lines here represented had to stop. T he 
lines over the Pacific railroads were all 
operated by the W estern U nion. Conse­ 
quently the only contention was w hether 
the lines of the com pany w hich he repre­ 
sented should have equal facilities over the 
roads built by the people under the various 
Pacific R diroad Acts.or w hether they m ust 
pay tribute to th e W estern U nion from 
these term inal points he had nam ed. 


T H E XYAITE O B SE Q U IE S.

W a sh in g t o n, M arch 28th.—T he rem ains 
of the late C hief Justice W aite were re­ 
moved from the fam ily residence to the 
Capitol at 11:30 o’clock th is 
m orning. 
They were accom panied by his relatives, 
the Associate Justices and" th eir families, 
the officers of the Suprem e Court, repre­ 
sentatives of the different bodies of w hich 
the deceased was a m em ber an d a num ber 
of friends. 
Tbete were no services at the house, and 
the arrangem ents were of the sim plest and 
quietest character. 
The Senate m et at 11:30 this m orning, 
and, after a prayer by the Chaplain, pro­ 
ceeded to the hall of the H ouse to attend 
the funeral of the Chief Justice. 


SCENES IN THE HOUSE. 
As early as 11 o'clock this m orning the 
galleries of the H ouse were crowded with 
spectators anxious to observe the funeral 
services over the rem ains of the late Chief 
Justice. 
T he 
cham ber was 
tastefully- 
draped in m ourning. 
P rom ptly at 11:30 the Speaker called the 
H ouse to order. 
Prayer was offered by ! 
Rev. D r. C uihbert 
T he business of the 
H ouse was 
then 
suspended, w hile its 
officers carried in the bier an d placed it in 
front of the Clerk’s desk. 
The Senators and diplom atic officials a r­ 
rived at 11:40, and a little later President 
Cleveland and his Cabinet were announced. 


TH E IM PRESSIVE SERVICES. 
In a few m inutes afterw ards the Con­ 
gressional Com m ittee entered followed by 
Bishop Paret reading: 
" T h e Lord gave 
and the Lord hath taken aw av. 
Blessed 
be th e nam e of the Lord.” as "the casket 
inclosing the rem ains of deceased was 
borne into the cham ber and placed upon 
th e bier. 
T he casket was tastefully adorned w ith 
crossed palm branches and w ith floral 
tributes of roses and lilies. T he im pressive 
burial service o f the Episcopal C hurch was 
then read by B ishop Paret, m usic being 
rendered by a choir of eighteen voices. 


THE SOLEMNITY OF TH E OCCASION 
W as heightened w hen, as Bishop Paret 
read the Apostles Creed, the vast audience 
rose of its own accord and joined in the 
solem n recitation of faith. 
At the conclusion o f the services the 
casket was borne from the cham ber and 
the ceremonies in the H ouse were closed 
The H ouse then, at 12:45, adjourned, nnd 
the Senate repaired to its cham ber aud im ­ 
m ediately adjourned. 


THE PROCESSION. 
Jn th e corridor im m ediately outside of 
the H ouse a precession was form ed, and the 
rem ains were slow ly borne to the hearse. 
The funeral party was im m ediately driven 
to the depot. 
On the arrival o f th e procession at the 
B altim ore and Potom ac station the cesket 
was placed on a raised crape-covered plat­ 
form in a com bination car at the rear o f the 
train. 
The fam ily and friends and the com m it­ 
tee of Congress were show n to the cars set 
apart for each, and at 2 o’clock the train 
m oved out of th e station.

statem ent is published, w hich wiil be of 
interest to all com panies in the N ational 
G uard : 
‘ T he State U niform Board has found 
th at alter deducting from the whole am ount 
o f the appropriation sufficient to uniform 
the non-com m issioned staff officers, bands, 
signal corns and cadet com panies which 
were in existence at the tim e the bill was 
passed, it w ill be able to issue to each of 
the forty com panies th at were in existence 
at th at tim e fifty-seven uniform s, consist­ 
ing o f coats, panls and blouses, of the 
value of $1,137 15, as follow s: Coats, $9 97; 
pants, $4 92 ; and blouses, $5 06. 
“ T he Board has decided to let any com ­ 
pany tbat does not w ant the full num ber of 
fifty-seven coats, or pants, or blouses to 
take other articles, such as helm ets, or for­ 
age caps, or overcoats, in place of such ar­ 
ticles, provided the whole value of prop­ 
erty issued to such com pany does not ex ­ 
ceed $1,141). 
It any com pany decides to 
take articles other than coats, or pants, or 
blouses, th e Captain should send in his 
requisition at once, so th at tbe articles m ay 
be procured w ithout unnecessary delay. 
H e should state how m any coats, pants or 
blouses he will require, and the articles he 
wishes in lieu of those not taken. 
F or in ­ 
stance, he will be allowed fifty-seven u n i­ 
form coats at $7 97 under this order, tbe 
th e totai value of which is $568 29. 
If he 
only wishes forty to uniform his com pany, 
he will have the value of seventeen to his 
credit, viz , $169 49, w hich he can diaw in 
other articles. 
It is recom m ended, how ­ 
ever, th at most, or all, of the allow ance be 
taken in the articles above nam ed, so as to 
secure uniform ity. 
“ A lthough these uniform s will be cut to 
m easure, they will not be deem ed to be the 
private property of any individual or or­ 
ganization ; they are the property of the 
State of California. 
Each article will be 
num bered aud registered at these head­ 
quarters, and tbev will at all tim es be u n ­ 
der the control of the Q uarterm aster-G en­ 
eral, and subject to be transferred from one 
organization to onotlier, should tbe ex­ 
igencies of the service require it. 
T here­ 
fore, they will not be m arked w ith any reg­ 
im ental num ber, com pany letter or indi­ 
vidual nam e, except on a separate piece of 
cloth or tape, w hich m ay be removed w ith­ 
out m utilating th e garm ent.”

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UNCERTAIN ADMINISTRATION OF THE 
LAWS. 


The Philadelphia Timex says: 
It is of little moment whether one more or les* 
of the growing host of deliberate murderers of 
the land shall pay the penalty of his crime on 
the gallows; but it is ot supreme moment 
to the safely of society that th« laws for 
the punishment ol crime, whatever they may 
he, should be as promptly executed as will be 
consistent with the humanity that ever tempers 
the jienal laws of our civilization. The only 
practical restraint that the law can put upon 
crime is in the certainty of punishment, and 
when that fails the laws are mocked by crimi­ 
nals. 
The truth of these lines is apparent to 
every observing man of the day. The peo­ 
ple, in a far larger sense than they im­ 
agine, are enslaved, since it is so difficult 
to find courageous men to come to the 
front and point out the offenders against the 
laws. 
It is more difficult still when once 
trespassers upon the rights of men are 
brought to the bar of justice, to bring citi­ 
zens up to the level of moral heroism in 
duty doing to complain and testify against 
the lawless, and ask judgment to be passed 
upon them. Some officers of the law whose 
bounden duty it is to stand forward for the 
people when crime develops and search 
out the wrong-doers, are—and notably in 
the large cities of the land—strangely 
quiescent and often apparently wholly in­ 
sensible to the emphatic demands of duty. 
Behind a large number of these officials, 
as every intelligent man knows, stand in­ 
fluences that evidently they dare not of­ 
fend, without—as they think—sacrificing 
their political hopes. 
It is not a matter of surprise, therefore, 
that the laws against crime, and notably 
those against the suprcmest right of citi­ 
zenship, and the chief safeguard of our 
liberties, are ill-enforced, and that some 
of the most flagrant offenses upon the bal­ 
lot are passed over as trivial afliurs. 
W ithin a week it has developed in this 
city upon sworn testimony undisputed and 
indisputable, that a crime against the 
right of franchise and a theft of the most 
flagrant kind had been committed. But 
the meshes of the law were large enough 
to let the offender through by the aid of a 
magistrate, 
who, 
whatever his 
con­ 
ceptions of duty, has laid his judg­ 
ment open to the criticism of lament­ 
able 
and 
deplorable 
misconception 
and weakness. It is the duty of a mag­ 
istrate, when in the course of an examina­ 
tion for one crime still another develops, 
to hold the oflender for examination as to 
that. 
If not, then criminals can go un- 
whipt, and officers of the law coolly sit by 
while they escape, because no citizen is 
instantly at hand who lias the requisite 
knowledge of the facts, and prefer a com­ 
plaint. 
It has been supjmsed that magis­ 
trates, District Attorneys and such offi­ 
cials were appointed to office for the ex­ 
press purpose of being watchful for and 
guarding the people's rights, and while 
doing even-hanued justice, to see that no 
guilty man escapes. 
The law is well 
enough, but as the Times has it, it is 
often so uncertain in its operation as to 
become a weapon of offense against itself 
in the hands of its administrators. 


I n Professor Morlev’s commentary upon 
Shakespeares’ “Julius Casar” there is a 
paragraph that is chiselled wisdom, and 
which ought to he written upon the pave­ 
ments of the highways to stare men con­ 
stantly in the face: “If even Brutus, seek­ 
ing with the noblest motives to make evil 
his good, found that evil sown is evil 
reaped, still less can men of lower lives 
hope for success in an attempt to advance 
public good by means that, if suggested 
for their private good, they would avoid 
as infamous. 
There is no distinction be­ 
tween private and public morality. No 
politician can make it without damaging 
his cause.” Men who contend that in politics 
it is defensible to use the weaponry of vic­ 
ious hossism that party good may come, 
but who would abhor the employment of 
similar agencies to accomplish the ends of 
business or private hopes, stullify them­ 
selves and give the lie to the pica of so- 
called party necessity. 
The truth is that 
leaders and organizers there must he, and 
should he, hut there is no need for drill 
sergeants to marshal the lawless and train 
them to low uses in politics.

ILLEGAL YOTIAfi. 
Fitxgerald Dincharged—Morrissey Fined 
SHH)—Fitzgerald Kearrested. 
Yesterday, at 10 a . m ., being the time 
fixed for passing sentence upon Morrissey, 
who had been convicted of voting illegally, 
and rendering a decision in the case of the 
People vs. Fitzgerald, who had been tried 
for illegal voting, the Court was filled with 
Spectators. 
Morrissey was asked to stand up and state 
his reasons, if he had any, why sentence 
should not he pronounced.

Later in the day a warrant was sworn to 
charging Fitzgerald with false registration. 
When the officer went out to fiud him he 
had skipped the town. It is thought he 
headed for San Francisco, and the officers 
there were telegraphed to arrest him. 
Haggle's Famous Jockey.

The Decision of Township Justice 
Davis Analyzed and Its Illogi­ 
cal Character Exposed.

William Thomas Fitzgerald was arrested 
on the 13th inst. for illegally voting at the 
election held in this city on that day. 
Justice of the Peace Davis, to whose 
Court the case was removed on the affida­ 
vit of the defendant, that he could not 
have an impartial examination before 
Justice Post, heard the case as a commit­ 
ting magistrate, under Section 45 of the 
Penal Code, declaring that “ every person 
note ntitled to vote, who fraudulently votes 
* * * * is guilty of a felony.” 
Justice Davis yesterday rendered his de­ 
cision discharging Fitzgerald. The im­ 
partial mind, on comparing that decision 
with the facts elicited on the examination, 
oust pronounce it illogical and unwar­ 
ranted. 
THE STRANGE DECISION. 
The decision in full is as follows, and it 
is commended to the reader as a remarka­ 
ble document, that deserves to go down the 
ages as a curiosity of ihe law. For the 
sake ot convenience in analyzing this re­ 
markable document we have numbered 
the paragraphs. The absurdity of the de­ 
cision, to put it very mildly, is fully ex­ 
posed by comparing it with the facts : 
1. This is a charge ot voting in Precinct 
Three without legal right, under Section 45of 
the Penal Code. The evidence shows that 
defendant registered in Precinct No. 3 on 
January 31, 1883; that on March 13,1888, 
he voted at this precinct without challenge. 
Subsequently he was arrested for felony, in 
voting a name he was not entitled to vote. 
It was discovered afterwards that his name 
was all right. Then a new complaint was 
tiled, charging him with voting in a pre­ 
cinct where he was not entitled to vote. It 
was shown that there was a W. T. Fitz­ 
gerald on the Register at Ban Francisco. 
The opinion of an expert was given that 
ihe signatures on the affidaavits at Sacra­ 
mento and Ban Francisco were similar. 
1 am aware of the responsibility resting 
upon me, but in all criminal cases no Court 
should be influenced by other than legal 
evidence. 
2 Every defendant is entitled to a fair 
hearing, and it devolves on the prosecution 
to make out a case before a magistrate is 
authorized to hold a person accused of 
crime. Every person is presumed to be 
innocent until the contrary appears by 
competent evidence. It must affirmatively 
appear that the defendant fraudulently7 or 
feloniously procured his registration at 
Sacramento, and that he was not a qual­ 
ified voter in this city. 
3. The conjecture that he might have been 
the same party that was on the San Fran­ 
cisco Register in 1886 does not raise any 
presumption against him or establish fel­ 
onious intent. 
4 The registry laws of San Francisco 
are independent of the general laws, 
and provide for a re-registration be­ 
fore each general election, and apply only 
to San Francisco. It is certain that this 
defendant cannot vote either here or at San 
Francisco without a re-registration. 
5. There cannot be two registers in this 
county. The Supervisors on March 5th or­ 
dered a new register, and the Clerk is now, 
and has been since that date, re-registering 
voters. 
6. There were some legal questions upon 
the application of the Codes to the city of 
Sacramento, but, whatever force th ire may 
be in this position, I do not feel called upon 
to decide, as I am of the opinion that the 
prosecution has not established any ieloni- 
ous or fraudulent intent or act by defend­ 
ant in this casa. There is no evidence to 
show that he did not have a legal right to 
vote. The Court has no right to deal in 
mere generalities or conjectures, and all 
presumptions are with the accused. 
7. The evidence does not show that he is 
not a voter, except the inference that a simi­ 
lar name is on tüe San Francisco Register 
of 1886. This, in the light of the fact that a 
re-registration is necessary before every 
general election, clears the case of feloni­ 
ous intent, which is not affirmatively 
shown by the prosecution. 
8. If it is a fact that this is the same 
Fitzgerald, it is certain he could not 
vote there if he has moved his resi­ 
dence to this city—evidence being a ques­ 
tion of intent as well as law, and in­ 
tent governs. The regular registration by 
him in this city is a presumption in his fa­ 
vor. Most certainly his name could not be 
cancelled on such a showing made in this 
case, much less sustain a criminal charge. 
9. The prosecution in this case has urged 
that under Section 872 of the Penal Code 
“ that if it appears to the magistrate that a 
public offense has been committed, even 
different from the one charged,” it is his 
duty to hold defendant to answer upon the 
crime appeared to have been committed. 
Now, you cannot make a lishing-pond out 
of this Court; that if you cannot catch a 
defendant on one charge, find him guilty 
on another. 1 do not believe a jury would 
find defendant guilty on this charge; and 
would incur a considerable expense to the 
county if he were held. 
10. Holding these views, I cannot find 
from the evidence that the defendant 
should be held. 
He is therefore discharged. 
THE FACTS IN THE CASK. 
That the reader may see how weak the 
decision is, and how the facts fail to sup­ 
port it, we give the testimony presented in 
the case, reproducing it in the fewest possi­ 
ble words and not omitting anv essential 
fact.1. E. H. McKee, City Auditor, testified 
to the regularity of the call for an election 
in Sacramento, March 13th, and that it was 
held in accordance with the call, and pro­ 
duced the official records in substantiation. 
2. J. F. Ramage testified that Fitzgerald 
voted at 34 precinct on the 13th. giving his 
residence as the William Tell House. 
3. John Barrett, Inspector of Election, 
testified that defendant voted at the elec- 
ion of March 13th, in Sacramento, as 
William Thomas Fitzgerald. 
4. The landlords of the old and new 
William Tell Hotels testified to their belief, 
with emphasis, that defendant bad never 
roomed or boarded at either house. 
5. 0. A. Tolle, Deputy Registrar, San 
Francis: o testified that Fitzgerald is regu­ 
larly registered in that city; that the regis­ 
tration is uncancelled, is in full force, and 
that defendant is entitled to vot* in San 
Francisco on that registration. Defendant 
registered as William Thomas Fitzgerald 
on the 30th of September, 1886, as 32 years 
of age, a native of California, and residing 
at 715 Howard street, third floor, Room 31. 
Witness produced the documentary evi­ 
dence of his office in support of his testi­ 
mony. 
6. Wm. B. Hamilton. County Clerk of 
Sacramento, and ex officio Registrar of 
Voters,testified that defendant registered in 
Sacramento as William Thomas Fitzgerald, 
January 24, 1888, age 33, a native of Cali­ 
fornia. and residence Third Ward. 
7. W. W. Rhoads, Deputy County Clerk of 
Sacramento, testified that he registered de­ 
fendant, aud as by law required, asked him 
if he was registered in any other county, 
and Fitzgerald replied that he was not, and 
then made the affidavit required by law. 
8. Theaffidavitssignedby andsworn to by 
Fitzgerald on registering in San Francisco 
and in Sacramento were introduced and 
shown to handwriting expert Frank Miller, 
cashier in the D. O. Mills National Bank, 
and he testified that the signature was 
written by the same band. 
9. M. J. O’Reilly, a deputy in the office of 
the State Controller, testified that he knew 
Fitzgerald as a resident of San Francisco, 
but had seen him in Sacramento in fair 
weeks and daring sessions of the Legisla­ 
ture.10. No testimony was offered in behalf of the 
defendant. 
ANALYZING THE DECISION. 
In paragraph one of the decision the 
Justice says: “A W. T. Fitzgerald was reg­ 
istered in San Francisco,” and that it was 
proved the signature to the affidavits of 
registration in Sau Francisco and Sacm- 
rnento were similar. Compare this with 
paragraph eight of the testimony: Frank 
Miller swore that he was certain ’the same 
man wrote both signatures. Compare the 
testimony of the Registrars and expert 
(paragraphs £. 6 7 and 8):

Is there any fair and impartial man. not 
blind to the value to be placad upon testi­ 
mony. who will say in the face of this re­ 
markably strong showing, and the silence 
of the defendant, that there is not here 
sufficient evidence of criminality to justify 


a magistrate in sending the case to a trial 
Court. 
FURTHER PROOFS. 
Bat the Justice says “ if” the Fitzgeralds 
are one and the same, (paragraph 8)—he 
could not vote in San Francisco if he 
had moved his residence to Sacramento, 
and as evidence that he had so moved 
it, the later registration in Sacramento 
is cited. Since the days of Lycurgus 
was there ever such an amazing example of 
reasoning in a circle? The very act which 
proves willful intent to register illegally, 
followed up by the fact that he did vote un­ 
der the later registration, is cited to prove 
residence. If this is not the first time in 
the world that residence was claimed to he 
established by registration we are woefully 
at fault. The law and common sense are, 
and even by a township Justice of the 
Peace of no broader range of ability than 
G. G. Davis ought to be, held that residence 
is the basis of registration. 
But this petty Court declares with non­ 
chalance that awakens admiration, that 
the presumption of residence in Sacra­ 
mento is in favor of Fitzgerald, because, 
forsooth, he is registered here. But Regis­ 
trar Tolle, of San Francisco, declares 
that 
he is entitled, on 
the face 
of the Register in San Francisco, 
to vote there now, and that the reg­ 
ister there is now uncancelled. Yet the 
sapient Sacramento Justice coolly tells 
the 8an Francisco Registrar (paragraph 
8) 
that there is no Great Register 
in San Francisco, notwithstanding that 
the Registrar declares that if an elec­ 
tion were ordered in San Francisco to­ 
morrow Fitzgerald could vote in that city 
on his registration tbe-e. 
Deputy Registrar Rhoads tells the Jus­ 
tice (testimony, paragraph 7) that if Fitz­ 
gerald had not sworn that he was unregis­ 
tered elsewhere, he would not have regis­ 
tered him here. 
Section 1104 of the Political Code pro­ 
hibits anyone registering in one county if 
his registration in another remains nncan- 
celled, and Section 1097 provides that if 
uueaacelled, the only way one can change 
his registration is by producing a certificate 
of the registration ’ in the earlier county 
having been cancelled—popularly these are 
called “ transfers.” 
THE STUPIDITY OF THE THING. 
But of all 
stupid things 
to which this 
township Court has given birth in this 
decision, which sets free an offender against 
the most sacred right of American citizens, 
is that in paragraph four, to the effect that 
the registry laws of San Francisco are in­ 
dependent, and that Fitzgerald “ cannot 
vote either here or in San Francisco with­ 
out re-registration.” 
Let us see : The last general State elec­ 
tion was in the fall of 1886. Fitzgerald 
registered in San Francisco in September, 
1886. There will be no general State elec­ 
tion until the fall of 1888. Section 16 of 
the Act governing registration in San Fran­ 
cisco reads (the italics are ours): "The 
registration in the precinct registers in the 
city and county of San Francisco shall Lake 
place previous to each general State elec­ 
tion as herein provided, and an elector prop­ 
erty enrolled therein, without being again 
enrolled, may vote at the general election en­ 
suing his registration, and'at all special elec­ 
tions between said general election and the next 
general election, but not afterwards until re­ 
registered according to law.” 
So, then, Fitzgerald can vote upon his 
registration in San Francisco at all elec­ 
tions between the general election of 18S6 
and the next State general election, which 
does not occur until the fall of 1888. This 
fact Registrar Tolle, of San Francisco, 
also swore to before Justice Davis. 
Section 15 of the Act relating to San 
Francisco, provides that the provisions 
of the Political Code as to making and 
keeping registers, and of entering names 
thereon, alterations, changes, cancella­ 
tions, and as to proof to enable voters to be 
registered, and in all other matter, apply 
to San Francisco so far or not in conflict 
with the special Act. 
MORE OF IT. 
While it will amaze the people of San 
Francisco to learn that the law is settled by 
a Township Justice of Sacramento, that the 
people of the metropolis have no register 
whatever, but that the registers, practically, 
die with the close of the polls on each gen­ 
eral election day, and are of no effect until 
re-made previous to the next general elec­ 
tion, the people of Sacramento will simply 
laugh at the stupidity of a decision 
that tells them (paragraph 5) that 
we have no Register here because, for­ 
sooth, the making of a new one has been 
entered upon. Suppose the Supervisors 
did order a new Register, they did not can­ 
cel the old one. Even had they attempted 
to do so, the declaration would have 
amounted to nothing, because unauthor­ 
ized by any law. Everyone in the land 
knows tha l the Code does not provide that 
when re registration is ordered,the old regis­ 
tration shall become void. It cannot lose 
vitality until the time for publication 
of notice of registration has expired, to 
wit, six months. (See Sec. 1094, Political 
Code.) 
But if, for absurdity's sake, it be admit­ 
ted that the decision is sound, then Fitz­ 
gerald was guilty of illegal or double regis­ 
tration in January, 1888, since re-registra­ 
tion was not ordered until February 10th. 
It would puzzle, we think, even township 
Justice Davis to answer what, if his idea 
be correct, would be done should a special 
election be ordered before re-registration is 
completed. 
THE FISHING POND. 
In paragraph nine this new legal light, 
who so easily disposes of the registry ques­ 
tion, declares that his Court shall not he 
made “ a fishing pond.” That is to say, 
he does not hold Fitzgerald, even though 
it be admitted that the examination did 
develop that another crime than that charged 
had been commitied. and this is, because, 
propably, of the holding by this township 
Court, that Fitzgerald is not even guilty of 
double registration, as well as being inno­ 
cent of illegal voting. None of the people 
probably, want to use the Court as a “ fishing 
pond.” Should any so attempt, it is cer­ 
tain that the result would be a very small 
catch. 
We have given the absurd ruling alto­ 
gether too extended'notice, but cannot dis­ 
miss it without pointing out the cap sheaf 
of absurdities in paragraph 3. “ The con­ 
jecture ” that a Fitzgerald registered in San 
Francisco “ might be ” the same party who 
is on register in Sacramento, “ does not 
raise any presumption against him.” But 
it does raise the “ conjecture,” let us say, 
IN CONCLUSION, 
That the people believe there is suf­ 
ficient in 
the 
matter to warrant 
a 
jury 
in 
examining 
into 
it; 
that 
the 
public 
belief 
is that 
Fitzgerald’s discharge is a miscarriage of 
justice : that the facts do raise the presump­ 
tion of crime on his part, and that he 
would have been held had the law in Jus­ 
tice Davis’ Court have found a clear-headed 
and well-informed exponent; it may be the 
Court’s misfortune, and not its fault that 
this is so; it is certain that it is the misfor­ 
tune of the people. Older and more ex­ 
perienced magistrates do conceive their 
duty to be to hold a defendant under exam­ 
ination before him for any felony that 
develops in the course of the examination. 
In this case there was, in our opinion and 
that of the mass of the people, the fact ot 
double registration, before the Court, and it 
was sufficient to have justified Fitzgerald's 
being held, not only for illegal voting, but 
for the other crime as well, the facts suffi­ 
ciently indicating an intent, to justify send­ 
ing thecase to a jury to solve thequestion of 
fraudulent intention. Beyond showing the 
facts, no prosecution can “ affirmatively ” 
show the intent—that must be determined 
from the proofs adduced. 
Justice Davis’ decision is a misfortune 
for the people. It is in strong contrast to 
the clear and vigorous rulings of Judge 
Buckley and Justice Post, in their hearing 
of cases of outrages against the ballot-box. 
The Courts are the last resort of the people 
for protection from ballot thieves. When 
they fail as a means of reaching the crim­ 
inals, the people are indeed enslaved, be­ 
cause stripped of the chief of their liber­ 
ties. Though Fitzgerald has gone free, 
there is not by any clear-headed man in 
Sacramento entertained to-day the slightest 
doubt about his having illegally voted; 
no doubt whatever of his guilt of double 
registration ; no doubt of any kind as to 
the commission of the crime of perjury 
by Fitzgerald in swearing to the later af­ 
fidavits of registration.

Death ot G. W. Carey. 
At 3 a . m . yesterday G. W. Carey breathed 
his last at his residence on Tenth street, 
between G and H. “ W ill” Carey, as he 
was familiarly called by all who knew him, 
was whole-souled, generous, a public-spir­ 
ited citizen and a man who had a host of 
friends. For three years he had been ail­ 
ing, and for the past twelve months his 
health declined rapidly, and the best of 
medical skill could not stay the fell de­ 
stroyer. He died in the prime of his man­ 
hood; in the midst of an active life was he 
cut down. He was born in Clay county, 
Missouri, and at the time of his 
death was 37 years and 7 months 
of age. He came to California with his 
parents, crossing the plains in 1852, and 
was raised and educated in this city. He 
was married when quite young to Miss 
Anna Woods, daughter of the late J. S. 
Woods, and besides a widow leaves a 
family of five sons. 
Mr. Carey was a man among men. He 
never shrunk from a duty; he feared no 
foe when his cause was a just one; he was 
devoted to his father, and as a friend no 
one ever had a truer nor stancher one 
than Will Carey.

Chinese subject shall land in the United States 
of America. 
FIRTHER MODIFICATIONS. 
Article III.—The provisions of this convention 
shall not effect the rights at present enjoyed of 
Chinese subjects being officials, teachers, stu­ 
dents. m erchant or travelers, for curiosity or 
pleasure, but not laborers, of com ing to the 
United States of America and residing therein. 
To entitle such Chinese subjects as are above 
described to adm ission into the United States of 
America they m ay produe.e certificates trom 
their Government, or the Government where 
they have resided, issued by the Diplomatic or 
Consular representative of the United States of 
America in the country or port w hence they de­ 
part. 
It is also agreed that Chinese laborers 
shall continue to enjoy the privileges of transit 
across the territory of the United Stales of 
America, in the course of th eir journey to or 
from other countries, subject to such regula­ 
tions by the Governm ent of the United States of 
Am erican as may be necessary to prevent such 
privilege of transit from being abused. 


RIGHTS OF CHINESE RESIDENTS. 
Article IV.—In pursuanceof Article III. of the 
Im m igration Treaty between the United States 
and china, signed at l ’ekin the 17th day of 
November, 1S80, it is hereby understood imd 
agreed th at Chinese laborers o r Chinese o f any 
other class, either ijcrm anently or tem porarily 
in the United States, shall have for the protec­ 
tion of their persons, and propcrtv all the rights 
th at ure given by the laws of tbe United States 
to citizens of th e most favored nation, excepting 
the right to become naturalized citizens, and 
the Governm ent of the United States reaffirms 
its obligation, as stated in said Article III., to 
exert ull its powers t» secure protection to per­ 
sons and property of all Chinese subjects in the 
United States. 


T H E AGREEMENT AS TO INDEMNITY. 
Article V.—Whereas. Chinese subjects being in 
rem ote and unsettled regions in the Uniied 
States have been victim s of injury in their per­ 
sons and property at the hands of w icked and 
lawless m en. which unexpected events tbe Chi­ 
nese Government regrets, and for w hich it has 
claim ed an iudem m ty. the li gal obligation of 
which the Government ol th e United States 
denies; and, whereas, the Governm ent of the 
United suites, hum anely eousidi ring these in­ 
juries, and bearingin m ind the firm and ancient 
riendship between the United States and I hiua 
which the high contracting parties wish to 
Cement, is desirous of alleviating the excep­ 
tional am i deplorable suffering and losses to 
which the aforesaid Chinese have been sub­ 
jected ; therefore, the United Stntes, without 
reference to the question ol liability therefor 
(which, as a legal allegation, it denies), airees 
to pay, on or before the first day of March, 1889, 
the sum of 8276,619 75, to the Chinese Minister 
a t this capital, who shall accept the same on be­ 
h alf of his Governm ent as lull indem nity for 
all losses and injuries sustained by the Chinese 
subjects as aforesaid, and shall distribute the 
said money among the said sufferers and their 
relatives. 
Article VI.—This convention shall rem ain in 
force for a period of tw enty years, beginning 
w ith the date or exchange of ratification, and 
if, six m onths before the expiration of the said 
period of twenty years, neither Government 
shall formally have given notice o f its term ina­ 
tion to the other, it shall rem ain in full force for 
another like period o f tw enty years.

Whereas, On th e 17lh day of November, V ■ 
D. 1880. a treaty was concluded between the 
United States and China tor the pnrpo.-e of reg 
ulating, lim iting nr suspending the com ing of 
Chinese laborers to and their residence in ihe 
United S tales: and whereas, the Government of 
Chine, in \ lew of the antagonism and much de­ 
plored and seriouE.disorders to which the pres­ 
ence of Chinese laborer, have given rise in cer­ 
tain parts of tue United States, desires to pro­ 
hibit the em igration of such laborers from 
China to the United States ; and whereas the 
Government of tiie United S utes and the Gov­ 
ernm ent of China desire toco-opeiate in pro­ 
hibiting such em igration, and to strengthen in 
other ways the bond o f Irieudsbip between the 
two countries: 
Now, therefore, the President of the United 
States has appointed Thomas F. Bavard. .Secre­ 
tary-of State of the United States, his plenipo­ 
tentiary, and his Im perial Majesty, the Emperor 
o f China, Jias appointed Chang Yen Hoon Min­ 
ister ol Third h a n k of the im perial Court Civil 
President of the Board of im perial Cavalry ami 
Knvoy Extraordinary at-d Minister Plenip >ten- 
tiary, as his plenipotentiary, and said plenipo­ 
tentiaries having respectively exhibited their 
full powers,, which are found lo b e in d u e and 
good form, i-ave agreed on the following arti­ 
cles:

Attiele I.—The high contracting parties agree
